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Vulnerable Persons Registry 


Police departments 
throughout Peel are re- 
minding residents in the 
region about a service 
that protects and identi- 
fies vulnerable individu- 
als. 


The Vulnerable Person 
Registry (VPR) is a ser- 
vice in Mississauga and 
Brampton that allows 
caregivers of vulnerable 
persons to submit vital 
information to a data- 
base that will be used by 
police and other emer- 
gency services during a 
crisis situation. 


A Vulnerable Person is 
defined as a person who 
due to a medical, mental 
health, or physical con- 
dition may exhibit pat- 
terns of behaviour that 
may pose a danger to 
that person. 


Signs of this behavior 


may include a tendency 
to wander, an inability to 
communicate, fascina- 
tions or attractions (wa- 
ter, construction sites 
etc.) and social respons- 
es (fear of strangers, ag- 
gression). 


Examples of vulnera- 
ble persons include in- 
dividuals with Autism 
Spectrum Disorder, Alz- 
heimer’s Disease, an ac- 
quired brain injury or a 
mental health condition 
that causes a person to 
exhibit the behaviours 
listed above. 


If the individual goes 
missing and is reported 
by the parent/guardian, 
information about his/ 
her physical appearance, 
the most likely places 
where he/she would go 
to, as well as triggers, 
stimulants, and de-esca- 


lation techniques will be 
provided to every police 
officer in the area to look 
for the missing person.

The man who was 
rushed to the trauma 
centre is expected to sur- 
vive, Toronto police say. 


Investigators say that 
the investigation is still 
ongoing.

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Man arrested after hate-inspired 
crime at Brampton home 


A man accused of 
screaming racial slurs 
and beating up a Bramp- 
ton resident standing in 
his driveway has been 
charged with a hate-mo- 
tivated criminal offence. 


Peel Regional Police ar- 
rested 28-year-old Mat- 
thew Wight and charged 
the Brampton man with 
a hate-motivated  of- 
fence. He faces one count 
of assault causing bodily 
harm and one count of 
breach of recognizance, a 
bail-related offence. 

Peel’s 22 Division in- 
vestigated a report of a 
man who stopped his ve- 
hicle Sunday in front of 
a house in the Williams 
Parkway and_ Centre 
Street area, left the ve- 
hicle and attacked a man 
who was standing in the 
driveway, while uttering 


racial slurs at the same 
time. 


The 31-year-old Bramp- 
ton victim was _ trans- 
ported to a local hospital 
with serious facial inju- 
ries from the assault. 


He appeared in Bramp- 
ton court Monday to face 
the charges. If convicted 
of a criminal offence and 
it’s proved to be motivat- 
ed by hate or bias, higher 
penalties can be imposed 
by the judge during sen- 
tencing. 

Hate-motivated crimes 
are a key focus of investi- 
gation for the Peel police, 
Ontario’s second biggest 
force, since the big cities 
it patrols - Mississau- 
ga and Brampton -- are 
among the most racially 
and religiously diverse in 
Canada. 


The Ontario Civil Liber- 

ties Association, which 
often expresses strong 
opinions on hate-related 
crimes, urged govern- 
ment and media to bring 
calm when dealing with 
issues of terrorism and 
civil rights. 

“Frenzies can can re- 
sult, which lead to witch 
hunts, free rein of enforc- 
ers of social norms, and 
hastily drafted unwise 
legislation,” said Joseph 
Hickey, executive direc- 
tor of the Ottawa-based 
association. 


“In addition, — soci- 
ety-wide artificially in- 
duced outrage and fear 
can alter an insecure or 
vulnerable individual’s 
view of society, in a di- 
rection opposite to trust 
and community.”

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Municipal financing not over, says Brampton Mayor

The fight for more pro- 
vincial funding is not over, 
even though the Wynne 
government has rejected 
a sales tax hike to fund lo- 
cal bridges, sewers and rec 
centres, asserts Brampton 
Mayor Linda Jeffrey. 

Jeffrey recently told PDN 
that her city and Mississau- 
ga will continue to push the 
province for more funding 
tools to help pay for local 
infrastructure and she be- 
lieves the government will 
consider other options now 
that it has rejected a one 
percentage point hike in the 
HST to fund local projects. 
At last week’s annual 
meeting, the Association of 


Municipalities of Ontario 
formally proposed such a 
tax hike to help deal with 
the $4.9 billion funding 
shortfall over the next de- 
cade Ontario municipalities 
have for infrastructure. 

But the idea was round- 
ly rejected by Premier 
Kathleen Wynne and the 
opposition party leaders — 
Progressive Conservative 
Patrick Brown and NDP 
chief Andrea Horwath. 


All three leaders told Jef- 
frey, Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie and the 
1,900 other delegates they 
will not raise taxes if they 
hold the pursestrings after 
the next election in June. 

“T think what we we heard 
from the premier is that she 
doesn’t like that model,” 
Jeffrey said in an interview 


with PDN’s Marco Patrone. 


“But what she heard she 
wants to start a conversa- 
tion with us and she wants 
to understand where the 
particular burden is. And 
it’s not one size fits all.” 

Added the Brampton May- 
or, a former Municipal Af- 
fairs Minister in the Wynne 
government: 

“IT was talking about up- 
loading railroads, she was 
talking about recreation 
centres. Patrick Brown talk- 
ed about recreation centres. 
I don’t think the NDP came 
up with any particular rem- 
edy but (many municipali- 
ties) don’t have the powers 
of revenue production the 
city of Toronto does.” 

“What we're saying is we’re 
partners in building infra- 


structure. We need to be re- 
spected for the heavy lifting 
that we are doing. And if we 
need to have tough conver- 
sations what better time to 
talk is the leadup to parties 
putting putting together 
platforms.” 

Jeffrey noted that as all 
three parties prepare for 
next June’s provincial elec- 
tion, municipalities must 
continue to press the fi- 
nancing crunch issue and 
make sure it is addressed in 
the coming campaign. 

Polls show Brown has a 
good chance of toppling 
Wynne’s Liberals but few 
know what are his party’s 
views on municipal financ- 
ing are. 

Many expect more clari- 
ty this fall when the Tories 
hold a major policy conven- 


tion in November. 


At the AMO conference, 
Brown told delegates he 
wanted to ensure infra- 
structure contracts stay on 
budget so cities could save 
billions of dollars that way 
by preventing the kind of 
25-per-cent cost overruns 
the provincial auditor says 
are common on big capital 
projects. 

Horwath also said she 
wants to restore more bal- 
ance to municipal funding 
but gave no specifics on any 
moves an NDP government 
would make if it formed the 
next government. 

Based on past platforms, 
an NDP government might 
opt to raise corporate taxes 
to generate more revenue 
for its policies. 


Optics “Not the Greatest’ as 4th Peel Cop Satta Ss Since April

Peel Regional Police have 
laid criminal charges 
against another one of 
their own officers — the 
fourth since April. 


“Tt definitely doesn’t look 
the greatest,” says police 
spokesperson Sgt. Josh 
Colley. 


In this latest investigation 

against a Peel Police offi- 
cer, Peel Regional Police 
charged Constable Rajvir 
Ghuman with Domestic 
Assault, Forcible Confine- 
ment and Mischief Over 
$5000.00. 


It follows on the heels of 
three other cases involv- 
ing officers on active duty. 


“Should we be worried? 
Absolutely not, we have 
over 2000 officers, over 
3000 employees. The ac- 
tions of these four offi- 
cers in the past four to six 
months should not reflect 
on the good work being 
done by Peel Police,” said 
Colley. 


Ghuman, who has only 
been an officer since Sep- 
tember of last year, was 


in court Monday Aug. 21 
and released on bail. He’s 
been suspended from duty 
with pay. 

Colley points out Ghu- 
man is entitled to his day 
in court and must be ex- 
tended “the same courte- 
sies that you would give 
any accused, that they’re 
innocent until proven 
guilty.” 

He says police are held to 
a higher standard. 


“We are sworn to an oath 
and we swear to pro- 
tect the community so 
of course we're held to a 
higher standard and we 
should be,” Colley said. 


Ghuman was one of 35 
officers inducted into the 
force in September 2016. 
Colley defended the train- 
ing of new officers as “top 
notch.” 


“This charge has nothing 
to do with training or lack 
thereof or the screening 
process. We've got a great 
recruiting process and 
they put everyone through 
a very rigorous selection 
process,” he said. 


Chief Jennifer Evans re- 


leased a statement saying, 
“Conduct of this nature is 
not tolerated by the Peel 
Regional Police and any 
officer who engages in this 
behaviour will be investi- 
gated and charged appro- 
priately.” 

Officers are subject to the 
same laws as everyone 
else but are also subject to 
discipline under the On- 
tario Police Services Act. 


“We're transparent and 
we let people know. It’s 


important that people 
know that the people in- 
volved in this are just as 
entitled to a fair trial, and 
go from there,” Evans said 
in a written statement. 


None of the four officers 
charged since April have 
been convicted of any 
crime. 


Last April, veteran offi- 
cer Detective David War- 
ren was charged with 
one count of obstructing 
justice and one count of

breach of trust. 


In May, an officer whose 
name was not released 
was suspended with pay 
after being charged with 
assault and sexual assault. 


In August, police have 
charged Constable Noel 
Santiago, with two counts 
of Fraud Under $5,000. 


He’s alleged to have filed 
improper employee bene- 
fit claims. Those charges 
were laid after a four- 
month investigation. 
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onnie Crombie and 
B other local mayors 

got the door slammed 
on them last week when the 
premier and leaders of the 
opposition soundly rejected 
calls by local governments 
for a sales tax hike to pay 
for roads, bridges and tran- 
sit. 


But instead of moaning 
about their financial prob- 
lems in a populist anti-tax 
political environment, lo- 
cal mayors and councils 
should just get down to 
work and look at the many 
other options they have to 
raise money for local build- 
ing projects. 

Premier Kathleen Wynne, 
PC Leader Patrick Brown 
and NDP leader Andrea 
Horwath all said they have 
no intention of hiking the 
HST by one_ percentage 
point to pay for local in- 
frastructure. At the annual 
conference of the Associ- 
ation of Municipalities of 
Ontario (AMO) in Ottawa, 
they came under intense 
lobbying by local politicians 
who know that one of them 
will hold the purse strings 
after next June’s election. 


Mississauga City Council 


The association represents 
Ontario’s 444 local govern- 
ments and has been press- 
ing for months for a share 
of the HST to pay for what 
the group says is a $4.9 
billion annual shortfall in 
funding local infrastruc- 
ture. 

A hike in the HST to 14 
per cent from 13 could raise 
more than $2.5 billion. But 
Wynne told the 1,900 dele- 
gates such a hike would “fly 
in the face” of the Liberals’ 
attempts to help Ontari- 
ans deal with cost of living 
pressures, including low- 
ering hydro bills this sum- 
mer. 


Wynne was adamant 
about opposing such a tax, 
telling AMO: “Constituents 
paying more taxes. .. . it’s 
not something that we're 
going to look at.” 

Brown and Horwath also 
rejected the association’s 
HST request, saying there 
are other ways to help cit- 
ies cope with infrastructure 
spending pressures. Brown 
noted that infrastructure 
projects usually run 25 per 
cent over budget so better 
financial management can 
save cities billions of dol- 
lars. 

Crombie told PDN she’s 
disappointed and “dis- 
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heartened” by Wynne’s 
HST rejection, which as a 
fellow Liberal she under- 
stands would be a tough 
sell in an election year for 
both provincial and munic- 
ipal leaders. 

“We're looking at the long 
term. We're looking for an 
understanding and appre- 
ciation that cities need rev- 
enue tools. We can’t build 
world class cities without 
additional funding.” 

Well, Mississauga has 
some new revenue tools, in- 
cluding a potential new ho- 
tel tax the province OKed in 
its recent budget that could 
raise up to $20 million a

year for the City but also 
hike the cost of travelling 
here. 

The City could also borrow 
money by issuing bonds, 
or sell assets like its stake 
in the local hydro utility 
now known as Alectra. That 
could be worth hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 


Council could also hike 
the development charges 
builders pay when they 
erect homes and buildings 
or raise property taxes 
or the infrastructure levy 
homeowners pay on their 
annual home tax bills. 

That might not go down 
so well since the average 
property tax bill in the city 
is nearly $4,500 on an av- 
erage house, $1,000 more 
than a similar valued prop- 
erty in Toronto. In Bramp- 
ton, the tax bill is nearly 
$5,300 so you can under- 
stand why local politicians 
fear angry local taxpayers 
protesting rising levies. 
Other options include 
funding local infrastruc- 
ture through public-private 
partnerships that would 
spread the risk of paying for 
transit and other projects 
to investors and cut the up- 
front financing costs. The 
new Canada Infrastructure 
Bank set up by the Trudeau 


government has $35 billion 
of public money to invest 
and can leverage private 
investment from pension 
funds, banks and others for 
projects across the country. 


Finally, local governments 
can do a much better job 
holding the line on their 
own costs— for everything 
from labour and pensions 
to supplies and the cost of 
equipment and_ vehicles. 
Brampton and Mississau- 
ga will face unionized cost 
pressures in future when 
new contracts are negotiat- 
ed with their workers since 
municipal unions are look- 
ing to match recent four- 
year deals with OPSEU that 
hiked wages for provincial 
workers by 7.5 per cent. 

Peel communities should 
resist such pressure and 
be stingy with any raises 
unless they can find the 
savings elsewhere in their 
budget. 

Crombie told PDN cities 
want to look at the long 
term. Well, here’s her 
chance to come up with a 
plan that will help the city 
deal with its financial pres- 
sures over the next several 
years.

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Strike looms for group-home workers as talks 
stall: could be on strike early next month

The government agency that 
runs group homes and other 
services for the developmen- 
tally challenged in Peel Region 
and other parts of the western 
GTA could be on strike early 
next month. 


The Ontario Public Service 
Employees Union (OPSEU) 
has asked the provincial Min- 
istry of Labour for a “no board” 
report signalling an impasse in 
contract talks. Once the min- 
istry issues the report, a legal 
strike or lockout can take place 
on the 17th calendar day after 
that. 


The union represents 340 
workers at the Central West 
Specialized Development Ser- 
vices agency at group homes 
in Mississauga, Oakville, Bur- 
lington, and Halton Hills. 

The two sides have been ne- 
gotiating since the previous 
contract expired March 31. An 
initial offer of 10 cents an hour 
in each of two years was re- 
jected by 91 per cent of union 
members. 


The two sides met with a gov-

ernment-appointed — concilia- 
tor on Aug. 8, but no progress 
was made. However, both 
sides have agreed to mediation 
before the possible strike or 
lockout date. 


Wages are the key issue in the 
dispute. 


“One of our top priorities is 
ensuring our services foster 
the inclusion and dignity that 
adults with developmental 
disabilities have a right to,” 
said Sue Walker, president of 
OPSEU Local 249. 


“However, the employer 
doesn’t think we deserve the 


same kind of dignity— not 
when theyre offering us 
dimes.” 


The 340 workers provide 
residential services in group 
homes across and treatment 
services, including counsel- 
ling, nursing, speech-language 
pathology, behaviour therapy, 
and psychology services. 


Warren (Smokey) Thomas, 
president of OPSEU, noted 
that the provincial govern- 
ment has recently agreed to 
contracts with a number of 
large public sector bargaining 
units—7.5 per cent wage hikes 
over four years— and the de- 
velopment workers expect the 
same kind of fairness. 


“T clearly recall the disrup- 
tions of 2007 caused by a se- 
ries of strikes in developmen- 
tal services,” he said. “At the 
time, this same Liberal gov- 
ernment promised to stabilize 
the sector. OPSEU firmly be- 
lieves that a fair deal, compa- 
rable to the deals offered to the 
bigger players, is the only way 
to bring the stability that de- 
velopmental services workers 
deserve— and that their clients 
need.” 


Health warning issued after 


infected bird puts humans at risk 
\

Peel Region has issued a 
public health warning after 
a pet cockatiel was found in- 
fected with a bacteria poten- 
tially harmful to people. 


The infected bird tested pos- 
itive for avian chlamydiosis, 
which can cause psittacosis in 
humans. 


“It’s basically a respiratory 
disease like pneumonia,” said 
said Dr. Lawrence Loh, acting 
medical officer for Peel Public 
Health. 


“So you basically end up 
with headaches, coughing, 
fatigue, difficulty breathing. 
It’s a fairly rare disease but 
it’s passed from birds to hu- 
mans,” he said. 


There are no reports of peo- 
ple getting sick as a result of 
this bird’s infection and risk 
is low to members of the pub- 
lic. 


Health officials are advis- 
ing those who bought a bird 
from a home-based aviary, 
bird, and any other pet birds 
that have been in contact with 
it, to a vet for testing. 


“So I would say the average 
person who owns a cockatiel, 
only if they purchased it from 
a home-based aviary in the 
last three to six months,” said 
Dr. Loh. 


The Ontario Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to An- 
imals inspected the Bramp- 
ton residence from which the 
infected bird was purchased 
and found about 100 birds. 


If those pet owners are ex- 
periencing fever, muscle 
aches and a dry cough, they 
are advised to see their family 
doctor. 


Psittacosis is treatable with 
antibiotics but can be mis- 
diagnosed as bronchitis or 
pneumonia if the doctor 
doesn’t ask the patient about 
exposure to birds. 


“Because it’s a rare disease,” 
said Dr. Loh, “it may get 
missed and people may end 
up becoming sicker if they’re 
not treated properly for the 
appropriate disease.” 


If left untreated, severe cas- 
es can lead to heart, liver and 
neurological problems and 
even death. 
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Morguard shores up investment 
in real estate ownership 


Morguard Corp., one 
of Mississauga’s biggest 
property owners, is spend- 
ing $18.8 million to hike 
its ownership stake in the 
real estate investment trust 
that carries its name. 


The company, based on 
City Centre Dr. in down- 
town Mississauga, has 
bought another 1.24 mil- 
lion units of the Morguard 
REIT at $15.18 each on the 
Toronto Stock Exchange. 


The purchase represents 
just over two per cent of 
the outstanding units of the 
trust. 


Following the acquisitions, 

Morguard and its partner 
Paros Enterprises Ltd. and 
CEO K. Rai Sahi own 37.6 
million units or just over 62 
per cent of the REIT. 


Morguard said the units 
were bought for investment 
purposes. 


Morguard owns apartment 
buildings, office towers , 
hotels and other property 
across the city and GTA. 


The company estimates 
its real estate portfolio is 
worth nearly $22 billion. 


The Morguard-controlled 


real estate trust owns 49 
shopping malls and office/ 
industrial properties in 
Canada, with a book value 
of $2.9 billion and approx- 
imately 8.7 million square 
feet of leasable space. 
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LRT bidders include local 


builders, Euro, Japanese giants 


The $1.4 billion Hurontar- 
io Light Rail Transit project 
got a huge lift Thursday as 
the Liberal government put 
out a bid for a private-public 
partnership to develop the 
major Peel Region transit 
system. 

The Ministry of Transporta- 
tion released a Request for 
Proposals to design, build, fi- 
nance, operate and maintain 
the new LRT line. 

The winning bid will come 
from three preferred bidders, 
which include European and 
Japanese multinationals as 
well as local builders. 

The Hurontario LRT proj- 
ect includes about 20 km of 
new dedicated rapid transit 
between the Port Credit GO 
Station in Mississauga and 
Gateway Terminal in south- 
ern Brampton, with 22 stops 
and connections to GO Tran- 
sit’s Milton and Lakeshore 
West lines. 


The LRT line is one of the 
biggest infrastructure proj- 
ects in Peel’s history and is 
expected to spur office, con- 
do and retail development 
along the route. 

Though the province will 
kick in $1.4 billion to build 
the LRT, it will also boost 
costs for the city, depending 
on who runs the system and 
how it is built. 

Under the RFP, the three 
private sector teams— made 
up of bankers, designers and 
builders— shortlisted for the 
Hurontario LRT project will 
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submit their proposals to 
Infrastructure Ontario and 


Metrolinx, the provincial 
transit agency, later this year. 
The contract is slated to be 
awarded in 2018 and con- 
struction should begin later 
in the year, with service be- 
ginning in 2022. 

“Today is a major step for- 
ward for the Hurontario 
LRT project,” Transportation 
Minister Steven Del Duca an- 
nounced at Queen’s Park. 


“The new LRT will make life 
easier for families and com- 
muters in Mississauga and 
Brampton by providing a 
faster, more reliable transit 
option, with improved con- 
nections to local transit and 
GO rail services.” 

The three chosen bidders 
are: 


eThe Hurontario Light Rail 
Connection Partnership, 
which includes Spanish tran- 
sit developer Cintra, French 
road builder Colas and 
Spain’s infrastructure con- 
glomerate Acciona. 
eMobilinx, a group made up 
of Japanese multinational 
Hitachi, Canadian builder 
PCL, Italian construction gi- 
ant Astaldi as well as French 
transit operator Transdev. 


Trillium Transit Partners, 
a group that contains local 
builder Bird Construction, 
the Stantec engineeing firm, 
Coco Paving, the Kiewit 
group and Keolis Canada, 
a Montreal-based bus and 
transit operator. 

In a statement, Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie said 


the LRT project “is a key part 
of our city’s future and build- 
ing the complete city where 
people want to live, invest 
and open up a business.” 
“City staff has worked close- 
ly with Metrolinx to prepare 
this project for procurement. 
We are continuing to work 
with our partners to bring 
much-needed rapid transit 
to Hurontario. The LRT is a 
game changer for Mississau- 
ga and will ensure the Hu- 
rontario corridor grows in a 
sustainable way.” 

Brampton Mayor Linda Jef- 
frey noted Thursday’s “long 
awaited milestone” for the 
huge transit project. 

“The Hurontario-Main Light 
Rail Transit project is one 
of many significant catalysts 
that are sparking urban re- 
newal and development in 
the City of Brampton,” she 
said. 

“Our city continues to expe- 
rience tremendous growth, 
and both the public and pri- 
vate sector will be the Photo 
courtesy of Metrolinx bene- 
ficiaries of this LRT invest- 
ment.” 

Besides its GO connections, 
the LRT includes three stops 
in downtown Mississauga as 
well as links to Mississauga 
MiWay, Brampton Transit, 
Brampton Ziim, and the Mis- 
sissauga Transitway; and a 
maintenance and _ storage 
yard for the light rail vehicles 
at Highway 407.

Ontario’s proposed min- 
imum wage hike and oth- 
er pro-labour changes 
planned by the Liberal gov- 
ernment could put 185,000 
jobs at risk and cost con- 
sumers $1,300 a year in 
higher prices, says a study 
commissioned by the busi- 
ness community. 


The study by the Canadian 
Centre for Economic Analy- 
sis concludes that Bill 148, 
the Fair Workplaces Better 
Jobs Act, concludes that 
these vast, unprecedent- 
ed reforms will put about 
185,000 jobs at risk in the 
first two years, greatly im- 
pacting Ontario’s most vul- 
nerable. 


Moreover, it will add 
$1,300 to the annual costs 
of each household in Peel 
Region and across Ontario 
and boost the rate of infla- 
tion each year. 


“The changes presented in 


Bill 148 will have dramatic 
unintended consequences 
that include putting close 
to 200,000 jobs at risk and 
seeing everyday consumer 
goods and services increase 
by thousands of dollars for 
each and every family in 
Ontario,” said Karl Baldauf, 
vice-president of policy and 
government relations at the 
Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce and spokesperson for 
the Keep Ontario Working 
Coalition, a pro-business 
lobby group made up of the 
chamber, Retail Council 
of Canada and many other 
business groups, including 
hotel, food service, real es- 
tate and agriculture. 


“We've run the numbers 
and it’s clear that this is too 
much, too soon. If the On- 
tario government chooses to 
proceed with these sweep- 
ing reforms too quickly, all 
of us will be affected, and 
the most vulnerable in our 
society chief among them.”

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Minimum wage hike could cost 185,000 jobs: report 


The Wynne government 
tabled sweeping labour re- 
forms in June that would 
hike the minimum wage 
by nearly a third to $a15 
an hour by 2019 and intro- 
duce several labour-friend- 
ly measures opposed by 
business. Boards of Trade 
in Mississauga, Brampton 
and Caledon reject the min- 
imum wage hike because 
they say it would cost jobs 


and hurt small businesses 
and hike prices on goods 
and services for consumers. 


For example, a Mississau- 
ga Tim Hortons restaurant 
would likely have to hike 
prices for coffee and dough- 
nuts if it faced a hefty min- 
imum wage hike which will 
be phased in beginning next 
January.

Peel builder boosts revenues through 


One of Peel Region’s big- 
gest builders is increas- 
ingly relying on public 
private partnerships to 
boost revenues in the 
highly competitive con- 
struction market. 

In its latest financial re- 
port, Bird Construction 
Inc. revealed it completed 
three private-public proj- 
ects across the country 
during the spring quarter. 
The company, head- 
quartered on Explorer 
Drive near Highway 401 
in northern Mississauga, 
says it built: 

¢ The Calgary Compost- 
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ing Facility, the largest 
composting plant in Can- 
ada, which also includes 
an administration and ed- 
ucational building; 


¢ The Casey House rede- 
velopment in downtown 
Toronto: The project is a 
four-storey addition to a 
heritage-designated Vic- 
torian mansion and is an 
HIV-AIDS treatment cen- 
tre that will service 200 
registered clients and has 
14 new inpatient rooms. 

* 18 joint-use schools in 
Saskatchewan. Bird fin- 
ished the schools on nine 
sites in Regina and the 


Saskatoon region repre- 
senting the largest new 
schools project in Sas- 
katchewan’s history. 

Each joint-use site in- 
cludes two schools: one 
public and one Catholic, 
along with a 90-space 
childcare centre and com- 
munity space. 

Ottawa and_ provincial 
governments are turn- 
ing increasingly to pri- 
vate-public deals to pay 
for infrastructure, transit 
systems and other capital 
projects they can’t readily 
afford. 


So-called triple Ps have 


built hospitals, transit 
systems, bridges, court- 
houses, schools and other 
public infrastructure in a 
variety of financing and 
construction deals. 


Earlier this month, Bird 
revealed it is part of a 
group that will design, 
build, finance and main- 
tain a 5,000-seat concert 
hall for the Ontario Lot- 
tery and Gaming Corp. 
in Niagara Falls. Bird 
will design and build the 
project and has taken a 
minority stake in the con- 
sortium. 


“The company — suc-

The Liberals argue that the 
minimum wage increase 
will help ease poverty and 
boost the economy by pro- 
viding more disposable in- 
come for the working poor.

Last Monday’s economic 
impact study was commis-

eForce the Ontario gov- 
ernment to borrow $440 
million more to cover the 
increases in new costs from 
this legislation. 
If the government were to 
provide offsets to business- 
es, as they have indicated, 
the province’s treasury will 
take a bigger hit 
eMunicipalities will be 
forced to increase employ- 
ee wages by $500 million 
without additional offset- 
ting revenues 
*The City of Mississauga 
would face a $2 million hike 
in payroll costs over two 
years from the minimum 
wage raise.

Centre Drive, is taking over the 
D’Arcy Lane Institute and will 
move it into the current triOS 
College location on First Street 
in London. 


As part of the transaction, 
triOS College has agreed to 
provide $150,000 of scholar- 
ships to Oneida Nation of the 
Thames members to study in 
any triOS programs. 


Before this sale, the Oneida 

band owned D’Arcy Lane and 
trained students in massage 
therapy and horse massage 
treatments. 


Financial terms of the deal 
were not revealed. 


“Tt is with great excitement 
that we are able to bring the 
D’Arcy Lane Institute and its 
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employees into the triOS fam- 
ily,” said triOS CEO Frank Ge- 
rencser, who co-founded the 
school 25 years ago. 


“They are one of the original 
massage therapy institutions 
and have built an outstand- 
ing reputation in London over 
the years. We will continue to 
build upon that reputation as 
we grow the Massage Therapy 
and Equine Massage Therapy 
programs in Ontario.”

The company makes pre- 
cision components for the 
aerospace industry, with 
services including ma- 
chining, sheet metal fabri- 
cation, tube bending and 
welding, assembly and fi- 
nal processing and finish- 


ing. Cyclone’s customers 
include The company’s 
customers include Bom- 
bardier, Spirit, Airbus, 
Boeing, Israel Aerospace 
Industries, Triumph, Lock- 
heed Martin and AIDC. 


The provincial grant 
comes from Ontario’s Jobs 
and Prosperity Fund and 
will help the company en- 
hance output, invest in new 
equipment and set up new 
process lines to bring work 
in-house that is currently 
outsourced. The expansion 
means 80,000 square feet 
in new production space, 
plus the longer-term addi- 
tion of a new plant, which 
will help the company be- 
come more efficient. 


The expansion is slated 
for completion in the fall 
of 2021. 


Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa, the MPP for Mis- 


sissauga South, recently 
unveiled the government 
funding at Cyclone’s head 
office on Meadowpine 
Boulevard, saying the jobs 
fund announced in the 
2015 budget is helping 
business expand its invest- 
ments and create jobs. 


The fund is a 10-year $2.7 
billion pool of money to 
stimulate new private in- 
vestment in the economy. 


“Our government is com- 
mitted to building a skilled 
workforce and competi- 
tive business climate that 
supports investment and 
economic growth in com- 
munities across the prov- 
ince.

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PDN Spotlight: Brampton Tennis Club

Tennis has had a long 
and interesting history in 
Brampton. Reports of its 
popularity as a local recre- 
ational sport date back to 
the 1880s. 


The Brampton Tennis Club 
originated in 1885 as part 
of the Brampton Amateur 
Athletic Association. This 
association, among other 
activities, created the first 
organized tennis courts for 
the public on the Rosalea 
Park grounds. 


The location of the Club 
in Brampton changed from 
time to time during its first 
half-century or so of exis- 
tence. However, in 1954, the 
Club sought assistance from 
the then Town of Brampton 
and was granted the use of 
part of Rosalea Park. That 
year, with the creation of 
four clay courts on land that 


had been used as a lacrosse 
pitch, the current location 
took root. Over the years, 
there have been significant 
changes such as overhead 
lighting, a clubhouse, ad- 
ditional clay courts as well 
as two hard courts, and an 
automatic sprinkler system. 
Thanks to the efforts of 
numerous Club members 
over the years, the popular- 
ity of tennis has grown in 
Brampton and the Club has 
become a significant land- 
mark on the local sports 
scene. 


Three Club members: Am- 
blo Wilby, Ralph Adsetts 
and Cecil Stokoe were of- 
ficially recognized by the 
City for all their efforts and 
were inducted into the City 
of Brampton Sports Hall of 
Fame. Plaques to commem- 
orate Amblo, Ralph and 
Cecil can be found in the 


Clubhouse. 


Over the years, hundreds 
of players have learned the 
game at the Club through 
well-designed lessons of- 
fered by excellent coaches. 
And while most simply en- 
joyed recreational tennis, 
others with a more compet- 
itive nature took their game 
to a higher level. Some 
former members of the 
Brampton Tennis Club have 
even competed internation- 
ally; the best known is Jill 
Hetherington who played in 
professional tournaments 
worldwide including Wim- 
bledon. 


Today the Club contin- 
ues to grow with over 400 
members and numerous 
programs for all ages and 
interests.

Masters Runner Dermot Holwell sets the Gold Standard for Boston Marathon Completions

You may have done 
some running to keep 
in shape. If you do, you 
probably have heard of 
the Boston Marathon. If 
you are fast enough and 
dedicated to your sport, 
you may have even qual- 
ified for this prestigious 
race and completed it. 
Dermot Holwell, a 
62-year-old mild-man- 
nered accountant and 
local trucking executive, 
has completed this — the 
grand daddy of all mara- 
thons - a total of 27 con- 
secutive times! 
Originally a rower from 
St. Johns Newfoundland, 
Holwell got into running 
in 1978 and, you guessed 
it, to keep in shape for 
rowing. His rowing coach 
suggested he run a few 
miles around the rowing 
lake to build his stamina 
for competitions. 

Lady Luck has always 
smiled favourably on 
Dermot, because it was 
around this time that his 
neighbour Gord Tarrant, 
a legally blind runner, 
knocked on his door ask- 
ing if he would run with 
him as guide. Dermot 
agreed. 

The first run was 7 miles 
and he was hooked for 
good. 

That was 1978. Dermot 
did his first marathon in 
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1981 in St. Johns. With 
that, he found the thing 
that would keep his body 
and soul youthful and 
happy for years to come. 
Buoyed with confidence, 
he piled up over 1000 
miles of trailing in the 
tough weather condi- 
tions of life on the rock. 
Coming from a cold wet 
place, he wasn’t used to 
the heat. He entered the 
1981 Ottawa Marathon 
and the race day was 
a scorcher. A true trial 
by fire, but Dermot sur- 
vived. It made him stron- 
ger and gave him the 
confidence to keep going. 


Moving to Toronto in 
1985 to pursue his ac- 
counting career, he spent 
several years with the 
one of the big accounting 
firms before joining the 
trucking industry. He 
got married and started 
a family, but the love of 
running never left him. 
In 1991, he qualified and 
entered his first Boston 
Marathon. An _ experi- 
ence he would never 
forget and one that has 
become the focus of his 
training and his life. 
Being an accountant, 
Dermot knows his way 
around a_ spreadsheet 
and is meticulous in 
keeping a log of his 
running miles. He has 
logged every single mile 
and every single work- 
out he has ever done. He 
once logged 2408 miles 


in one year and logged 
over 25000 miles in the 
10 years between 1994 
and 2003. 

In all, Dermot has com- 
pleted 72 marathons with 
a personal best time of 2 
hours, 47 minutes. This 
amazing total includes 
26 marathons with a 
time under 3 hours. Cer- 
tainly a testament to his 
consistency. 

He credits much of his 
success to an opportuni- 
ty to train with the late 
Gord Dixon, an Olympic 
marathoner and _not- 
ed running coach from 
Burlington. “Gord got 
me into track work, adds 
Holwell and he made me 
realize that I needed to 
spend time working on 
my upper body strength.” 
“The track work made 
me faster and tougher 
and the strength training 
allowed me to maintain 
good posture during the 
later stages of the race,” 
adds Holwell. 

Like most athletes, Der- 
mot had to overcome ad- 
versity in order to keep 
doing the sport he loves. 
In 2008, he was diag- 
nosed with prostate can- 
cer and was ordered to 
have immediate surgery. 
With surgery scheduled 
for Jan. 28, 2008, the 
prospect of entering the 
Boston Marathon that 
year looked bleak. 


However, he came 


through with flying co- 
lours and the doctor gave 
him the green light in 
March. Dermot booked 
his flight to Boston to 
keep the streak alive. In 
the seven years that fol- 
lowed his surgery, he re- 
corded some of the best 
times ever. A strange 
unexplainable phenom- 
ena that baffles even his 
doctor. Somehow pros- 
tate surgery made him go 
faster. Certainly a tribute 
to modern medicine. 

Dermot certainly is not 
without humor. When 
asked what keeps him 
going, he quipped, “Beer. 
Plenty of Coors Light af- 
ter runs seems to be the 
ticket,” as he smiled and 


gave mea wink. 

So how about Diet, Der- 
mot? 

“Don’t get me started,” 
he responded. “Honest- 
ly, I am not a poster boy 
for a pristine diet. I can 
say with complete truth- 
fulness that I don’t eat 
vegetables!” 

Wow. This guy is old 
school! 

“I have been lucky over 
the years,” he said. “I 
have never had much in 
the way of injuries that 
typically plague runners 
and I am thankful for 
that.” 

In all, Dermot has been 
running for 39 years and 
has no plans to hang 


them up. 

He can be seen training 
out of Life Time Fitness 
in Mississauga on Tues- 
days and Saturdays and 
plans to enter the Dublin 
Marathon this fall. 


Hats off to Dermot Hol- 
well for being able to jug- 
gle a career, family and a 
passion for running. 
Dave Robinson is a 36- 
year Mississauga res- 
ident with passion for 
a variety of sports in- 
cluding, hockey, skiing, 
snowshoeing, triathlon, 
golf and windsurfing.

Boating safety for lifetime of enjoying the open water 


Spending time boating, 
swimming in the _ pool, 
splashing in the lake or 
playing at the beach are 
what make summer so spe- 
cial, but it’s important to 
follow the rules to stay safe. 


Before you head out on the 
water, here’s a safety re- 
fresher. 


According to the Canadi- 
an Red Cross, an average 
of 152 people drowned in 
Peel annually from 2009 to 
2014. 


Sara Bartley, communica- 
tions manager for the Re- 
gion of Peel, said that most 
drowning deaths occur 
from May to August and 
certain demographics are 
more prone to drowning fa- 
talities, including children 
aged one to four and males 
aged 15 and up, “somewhat 
dependent on the activity,” 
Bartley added. 


Spending time at the cot- 


tage is a great summer pas- 
time, but take precautions 
so you'll have more visits in 
the future. The most recent 
report from the Canadian 
Red Cross (2009-2014) 
states 42 per cent of deaths 
by drowning in Ontario oc- 
curred in a lake. 


“Nearly 90 per cent of 
boaters who drown are not 
wearing, or are not properly 
wearing, their lifejacket,” a 
Red Cross guide says. 


Peel Region is known to 
have beautiful and soothing 
rivers, streams and creeks, 
but don’t be misled by the 
tranquility. The same re- 
port states that 20 per cent 
of drowning deaths hap- 
pened in rivers/streams/ 
creeks. 


Before you head to the pool 
or lake, check the weather 
conditions and know your 
swimming ability: don’t

Don’t drink and _ play: 
There is no safe way to mix 
alcohol or drugs with water 
activities. 

“Never underestimate the 
power of currents. A boater, 
swimmer or wader in open 
water who underestimates 
the power of currents can 
be swept away instantly,” 
the guide says. 


Non-swimmers should 
wear a lifejacket at all 
times: This will help your 
child to stay at the surface 
in the event of an unexpect- 
ed fall into the water. The 
child should practice right- 
ing him/herself and moving 
while wearing the lifejacket 
in a controlled environ- 
ment. It is really important 
to remember that lifejack- 
ets and PFDs (personal 
flotation devices) are not a

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‘Unreal’ fairy house tree-carving dazzles in Brampton

A Brampton woodcarver 
has turned the sad remnant 
of a once mighty maple into 
a magical tree carving of a 
fairytale cottage that is daz- 
zling passersby from as far 
away as Vancouver. 


“It’s unbelievable the way 
it’s gone,” said Billy Watter- 
son. 

For Watterson, the carving 
known as Haywood’s Hol- 
low is a tribute of sorts to 
the 65 foot silver maple that 
once stood there. A dozen 
years ago when the tree still 
stood, he carved a face in a 
knobby part of it and called 
it “Mr. Dale,” in honour of 
the original owner of the 
house who built the house in 
the 1940s. 

When the tree died and be- 
came a hollowed out shell, it 
had to be pulled down last 
January for fear it would 
collapse onto Dale’s house 
or onto the street. 


“It had to come down,

which was a shame. This is a 
reminder of what was here. 
It was here longer than I 
was. It’s nice to have part of 
it still alive.” 

With just a hollowed out 
stump remaining, Watter- 
son decided to put his love of 
woodworking and a creative 
streak to good use. 

“When the tree rotted out, 
it was completely hollow, 
branches and all. I had it 
taken down. I started to

make this tree into a hob- 
bit house, goblin house type 
thing and it took a life of its 
own,” he said. 

The fairy house is a big 
hit with local children who 
bring rocks, mushrooms 
and toadstools to the fairy 
house and drop them by the 
door.

Sheila Hamade and her 
husband Spencer visited the 
Brampton area from Van- 
couver, heard media reports 
of the carving and just had 
to see it for themselves. 

“T think it’s unreal,” she 
said. “Every single little de- 
tail, how he used the dead 
tree to make it come to life.” 

Billy Watterson’s love of 
woodworking dates back 
over 50 years to his boyhood 
days in Ireland where he 
would use a knife to whittle 
pieces of raw wood into fig- 
urines and other interesting 
shapes. 

“It’s something I enjoy so. It 
passes the time. When you're 
carving you get caught up in 
it and just sort of keep going. 
You can work on it for hours. 
It’s not labour. It’s more a 
labour of love. 

It took more than two 
months to finish the carving. 
Watterson just celebrated 
his 30th year in Canada last 
week and still speaks with a 


thick Irish accent. 

He is a foreman at Alec- 
tra in Brampton where he’s 
been employed for almost 
30 years. 

As for what Watterson 
plans to carve next, that re- 


mains to be seen. 

“I don’t know how I’m going 
to top this one,” he said. 
“[But] you never know. 
Keep an eye on Frederick’s 
street. You never know 
what'll pop up.”

There are so many ways to 
meditate. Most people think 
it is just sitting for a period 
of time and relaxing but it is 
so much more. 

Meditation actually simply 
means to focus, which can 
be done in so many ways. 
Whenever you do something 
that you enjoy so much, you 
lose yourself in it and find 
yourself calm afterwards — 
that is meditation. 

Doing and enjoying crafts 
is a form of meditation, be- 
cause your whole thought 
process is involved. 


It is the moments that take 
our breath away or gives it 
back to us. It is a beautiful 
sunset or sunrise. It is in our 
children’s eyes. It is holding 
the hand of someone you 
love and being totally con- 
tent. 


It is a beautiful piece of mu- 
sic that makes us stop and 
listen. It is a walk in nature 
where the trees are over- 
head, the breeze is ruffling 
the leaves and the squirrels 


are scurrying about. It is the 
rain that falls softly. It is a 
pet that craves our touch and 
we stop to give it. 

How many other ways can 
we retain this feeling of 
meditation? It can be done 
through silent contempla- 
tion or a practice; through 
exercises or conscious move- 
ments; through our thoughts 
and visualizations; through 
hard times and_ healings; 
and ways that are a comfort 
to you. 

When you start this process, 
remember that it needs to be 
a consistent practice with an 
awareness, consciousness or 
mindfulness. No contained 
feeling is done without this. 
Become aware of how you 
are feeling and this is how it 
starts. Sometimes the results 
will be small but that is bet- 
ter than no-thing! 

Learn to do a meditation 
at first maybe in a certain 
spot and time but as you be- 
come more practised, take 
it with you during your day. 
Learn to be meditative while 
walking, sitting, laying and 
standing. 

Meditation practices — there 


are many and they are some- 
what different, but the intent 
is the same. 

A simple meditation (also 
termed as Zen) is to sit/lay/ 
stand/walk quietly, and to 
follow your breath and fo- 
cus softly on a distant spot 
or an object. You can have a 
specific thought or not. This 
can be any length of time or 
several small increments of 
time during the day. 

Keep your back straight by 
lengthening the front of the 
body; chin tucked; the hands 
and eyes soft and the breath 
slow and even concentrating 
more on the exhalation. 
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Meditation - Many Ways, Many Cho 


A mindfulness meditation is 
more focused. You sit quiet- 
ly and you are “mindful” of 
your thoughts, actions, reac- 
tions or whatever is bother- 
ing you. 


You do not judge or have 
emotions towards it. You 
just observe and focus. It is 
like seeing a jigsaw puzzle, 
taking the pieces apart, ob- 
serving their place in you 
and then letting them go. 

Guided or _ visualization 
meditations usually need 
some guidance, either by 
listening to a meditation 
scripted by someone or your 
own that’s remembered or 


purpose 
Colours and textures should 
be defined in this. This usu- 
ally employs the mind in a 
more positive format and re- 
engages it to promote a bet- 
ter mindset. 

Inspiration comes from a 
saying from Buddha, “The 
mind is everything. What 
you think, you become.” 
These types of meditations 
are very visually based so 
if a person isn’t as visually 
sensed, this would be more 
difficult. 


Using music or art as a fo- 
cus is also very good because 
it uses the senses to hear, 
see and feel. This should be 
what gives you the feeling 
you desire, and should begin 
and end with a short sim- 
ple meditation. The focus 
should then be on the music 
or art. 


Allow yourself to sense dif- 
ferently with softness — the 
focus comes to your eyes and 
ears rather than the other 
way around. These types of 
meditation focus more on 
the senses especially audito- 
ry and visual. The more you 
can incorporate the senses, 


e 
the more effective your med- 
itation is. In your practice, 


be aware of using all of your 
senses. 


Meditation in movement 
— Yoga is the oldest medita- 
tion tradition on earth, and 
also the one with the widest 
variety of practices. Qigong 
means “life energy cultiva- 
tion”, and is a body-mind ex- 
ercise for health, meditation, 
and martial arts training. It 
typically involves slow body 
movement, inner focus, and 
regulated breathing. Tai Chi 
is for people who are more 
connected with nature and/ 
or martial arts. 


All are different but are 
very beneficial if you have 
difficulty sitting for a time. 
These all involve movement, 
breathing and being con- 
scious of moving from one 
position into another or just 
holding in your position or 
pose. 

Find what works for you 
and then develop it. It will 
take time but it is worth it. 
Make it normal for you to be 
meditative and enjoy every 
minute of the day. 


The Countdown’ on to the 2017 Bolton Fall Fair!

One of the longest-run- 
ning festivals in Canada 
will be bringing fun and 
games to the Caledon com- 
munity, during the 159th 
annual Bolton Fall Fair, 
which runs from Sept. 22 
— 24. 

Come out and enjoy a va- 
riety of enjoyable activities 
and community events, in- 
cluding the famous Truck 
and Tractor Pull, Horse 
Pull, Tug of War, Mutt 
Show, Spelling Match, Fair 
Queens and Pig Kissing. 
This is in addition to well- 
known and_ well-loved 
events, including local ex- 
hibitors, Sheep and Goat 
shows, live music and the 
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fantastic Demolition Der- 
by. 

The Albion Bolton Agri- 
cultural Society was orga- 
nized in Bolton in 1857 - 
160 years ago. 

Fairs were held in hotel 
yards and on King Street, 
between Mill and James 
Streets. With no sidewalks 
on the south side of the 
street, foot races and egg 
races were held here. 


In 1862, the Fair was held 
for one year in Sandhill, 
but subsequently returned 
to the village of Bolton. 


In 1868, 2 1/2 acres were 
bought from Mr. Stork for 
$250 (paid in five annual 
installments) and Bolton 
Fairgrounds set down 


roots at its present site, 
150 Queen Street South. 

A 32’ x 60’ hall (with no 
floor) was built in 1872, the 
same year the Fair was in- 
corporated, and a two-day 
Fair was held. In 1877, the 
name changed to Albion 
& Bolton Agricultural So- 
ciety. More land was pur- 
chased in 1889, and again 
in 1895. By 1900, there 
was a roofed grandstand 
and a racetrack. 


In 1935, the Poultry Palace 
was built by Albert Stubbs, 
a local carpenter and it still 
is a part of the Bolton Fair- 
grounds. 

The growing Fair saw 
many firsts: 1966 saw the 
stone gate posts erected, 
and the first Fair Parade 


was held. 1967 marked the 
first Fair Queen Competi- 
tion (Katie Litz Below was 
the Fair Queen, and Ruth 
Verner Craig the Centenni- 
al Queen). 

In 1971 the new arena was 
opened by Bill David on 
the Fair property, and the 
agreement was that the 
Agricultural Society could 
use it for the Fair — a new 
Exhibit Hall! 

Funds were raised in 1985 
and souvenir plates giv- 
en to donors. This led to 
the construction and 1990 
opening of the President’s 
Building. 

With the increasing popu- 
larity of the fair every year 
and the wide diversity of 
the town, there’s never 


been a better time to at- 
tend the Fall Fair! 


Weekend passes are $20 
for adults, and $10 for chil- 
dren 12 and under. Unlim- 
ited midway ride bracelets 
(for Sunday, September 24 
only) can be purchased for 
$25.
